A good idea is to cover up the 
wall during the holiday s if y ou 
can’t get it rep aired in time, or if 
y our husband has started a job 
that is not going to be finished. 
Felt, burlap , sailcloth or any other 
colorful inex p ensive- material will 
do the job very successfully . Tf the 
wall is in the living p art of the 
house, use it to disp lay y our greet­ 
ing cards, p hotograp hs or the chil­ 
dren's school efforts. The material 
may be used later for a number of 
p urp oses — slip cover, drap eries, 
tablecloths. 
Scars 
If the walls are scarred and 
p atched and holes aren't too 
d eep , 
a tex tured p aint could be y our 
solution. This is a job the lady of 
the house can do, Quality tex ture 


p aint has a heavy consistency that 
fills sm all holes and camouflages 
surface irregularities. It p roduces 
a rough p laster-lik e finish 
that 
blends handsomely with any sty le 
decor as it is available in a wide 
array of decorator colors. There is 
a ready mix ed tex ture p aint, and 
also tex ture p owders which can be 
added to certain p aints to p roduce 
the sam© p laster-lik e finish. 
If 
p owder is used, the p aint dealer 
should be consulted as it must be 
mix ed with th# p rop er p aint. 
Wall Surface 
After the wall surface is dusted, 
and grease smudges removed with 
soap and water, ap p ly the p aint 
with a brush. 
While the wall is 
still wet. create a p attern by going 
over the p aint with a sp onge, whisk 
broom, comb, or any other object 
to p roduce a design. 
There are 
rollers available that can be used 
to p rovide the p attern, if y ou p re­ 
fer. 
This p aint can be used on one 
wall without detracting from the 
room's ap p earance, but it is not 
meant 
for 
woodwork 
or 
trim. 
Paint the trim the same color if 
p ossible in a semi-gloss or flat 
p aint. 
If the room is very large 
a dark er hue of the same color 
may be used. 
Because of the decorative as­ 
p ects of tex ture p aint it has sp e­ 
cial ap p eal for women. But it is 
a good idea to mak e sure that y ou 
have a q uality p aint before y ou 
start.

Even if y our outdoor real estate 
measures only two by four, y ou are 
on the way to p ushing sp ring ahead 
In y our house. You can do it by 
forcing tulip s, hy acinths and daf- 
fodils 
into 
bloom 
before 
their 
natural time. All y ou need are 
bulbs and clay p ots and a p lace 
to cold-storage them until y ou want 
to rush tile season. 
It is imp ortant to use large, or 
show-size, bulbs. Some varieties 
are better for forcing than others 
so check when buy ing. For p lant­ 
ing bulbs, buy p ots k nown as bulb 
p ans, These are wider than they 
are tall. 


Put a bit of brok en p ottery * over 
the drainage hole of y our p ots. 
Then add a half inch or so of 
p ebbles, over which add a mix ture 
of loam, leafmold or p eat moss 
and sand to about three inches 
from the p ot rim. Press this down 
and set the bulbs on top . About a 
q uarter inch of sp ace should sep ­ 
arate the bulbs from each other. 
Your disp lay will dep end on the 
number of bulbs y ou p lant in each 
p ot. Five tulip or daffodil bulbs 
will mak e a brave allow on y our 
window sill. Remember to p lant 
the same variety in each p ot so 
that ail will bloom at tile same 
time. 
Tulip s 


Tulip s or daffodils look better 
in group s rn a p ot but hy acinths 
are attractive either single or in 
group s. What k ind of hy acinths? 
Bismarck for blue. City of H aar­ 
lem for y ellow. Pink Pearl, Edel- 
weiss or L ’Innocence for white, 
and Lady Derby for salmon p ink . 
When the bulbs are in p lace, add 
soil so that the bulb tip s barely 
show. The soil should be p ressed 
down to eliminate large air p ock ­ 
et©. I-reave about an inch on top 
to facilitate 
watering 
once 
the 
bulbs have sp routed. 


If y ou want to uk e the trouble 
to label the p ot-va ria ti es, mark 
the p ots with cray on or tie a label 
on a bamboo stak e long enough 
to stick out above 
Hie mulching 
materials with which y ou should 
cover the p ots while roots are 
forming. 


Soak 
Soak each p ot in water for 
a 
while to thoroughly moisten 
the 
toil and p ot. Then cover 
each p ot 
With an emp ty inverted p ot of the 
same 
size 
to p rotect 
the 
new 


shoots as they grow*. The p ot should 
be p laced in a deep trench or cold- 
frame for eight to 
IO week s. Six 
inches of soil should be 
dump ed 
over the p ot and this covered 
wnth 
a thick mulch. Leaves or marsh 
hay are satisfactory . 
Big 
Early in January , dag up a p ot. 
gently k nock the soil ball from 
it to check whether a network of 
roots has develop ed. If it has. y ou 
can ease the earthball back into the 
p ot and bring it into the house 
(room temp erature of 50-55 degrees 
near north window p referred! until 
the shoots turn green. Then move 
it to a sunny , slightly warmer 
area and k eep the p lant 
well- 
watered. 


If y ou have p lanted aeveral p ots 
y ou can bring them in together for 
a real sp lash of color, or one at 
a time to sp read y our early sp ring­ 
time. 
You can root y our bulbs in 
a 
heatless cellar, under a lay er of 
p eat moss, as well as outdoors. 
Tulip s tak e about 16 w*eek s to root, 
hy acinths about half as long.

Saturday Is 
Wintertime 
To o l Cleanup

If y ou’re lik e most gardeners 
y ou’ll be using y our garden tools 
right up until winter set in. But 
once the bulbs are p lanted, the 
transp lanting 
done, 
trees 
and 
shrubs in p lace and mulching done, 
don’t forget to clean them before 
storing them for the winter. Set 
aside Saturday afternoon or some 
other free day just for this p ur­ 
p ose. 
Waiting until sp ring will give 
dirt, rust and corrosion p lenty of 
time to work their destruction. 
Garden Hoses 
Freezing is the danger faced 
when a garden hose is not stored 
p rop erly . W ater left in it will freeze 
and cause the hose to burst. Drain 
each length carefully . Find a slop ­ 
ing surface. Lay the hose on it to 
dry . 
Wip e the outer surface. Roll it 
loosely on a hose reel, being care­ 
ful to avoid k ink ing. 
Nozzles and 
sp ecial 
coup lings 
should 
be 
scrubbed, 
dried 
and 
coated with light machine oil. 
Shears 
Shears — grass, 
p runing and 
hedge — have blades that need 
tending 
to. 
Kerosene 
will 
cut 
through dirt, rust and sap stains. 
Steel wool will tak e care of stub­ 
born rust sp ots. Sharp en blades 
now. An adjusting nut that s be­ 
come worn from too much adjust­ 
ing should be rep laced. When clean 
and sharp the shears should be 
coated with oil. 
Hand Tools 
Hand tools — shovels, sp ades. 
rak es, hoes — are lik ely to be cov­ 
ered with a lay er of hardened earth 
as well as rust. Scrub, sand and 


restore that bright look 
Sharp en 
edges of sp ade and hoe with a file. 
Coat metal surfaces with oil. 
Ex amine handles for sp litting or 
sp lintering. Sand rough areas. Re­ 
p lace brok en bandies. Wip e lin­ 
seed oil over wood surface* to p re­ 
serve 
them. 
The 
lawn 
mower 
should be out of the way by now. If 
it isn’t, clean off the grass clip ­ 
p ings, remove the rust, oil and 
store under cover. 
Sp ray ers 
If y ou have any sp ray ing eq uip ­ 
ment, clean out containers and 
hoses with soap and water. A stiff 
brush will remove the residue of 
insect p oisons if a cak e has alerted 
to build up . Coat m etal p arts with 
oil. But be very careful to k eep 
oil away from rubber p arts. 
Sand rust sp ots on the wheel- 
barrow. May be it s tim e to rep aint 
the entire thing. The 
fertilizer 
sp reader may need the same treat­ 
ment. Don't leave any thing in the 
sp reader over the winter.

QUESTION: We are remodeling 
our k itchen, using metal wall ales 
over the p ainted p laster.

ANSWER: If the wall had been 
enameled, the ma« tfe would ad­ 
here p rop erly . But. where rubber- 
based p aint has been lined, It is 
necessary to t he the walls a 
coat of shellac before ap p ly ing 
the mastic. 
However, we are 
assuming that y ou are using reg- 
alar die mastic, lf y ou have not 
.vet p urchased it, y ou might see 
whether y ou ran get a sp ecial 
ty p e of mastic which eliminates 
the need for shellack ing.

TOKYO (/P) — Laotian p remier Souvanna Phouma's 
agreement to set up a coalition government with the p ro­ 
communist Pathet Lao turns back the clock three y ears. 
Inclusion of Communist members in the roy al govern­ 
ment rep resents a return to the “Vientiane agreements” of 
19 57 which were p urp orted to achieve reunification of Laos. 
On Nov. 30 of that y ear Prince 
Souvanna formed a coalition Cab­ 
inet with the Pathet Lao after 
lengthy negotiations, giving Cabinet 
p osts to his p ro-Communist half- 
brother Prince Souvanna Vong and 
his dep uty . 
The agreem ents p rovided for the 
disbanding of Pathet Lao arm ed 
units 
which 
controlled 
the 
two 
northern p rovinces of Phong Saly 
and Sam Neua ex cep t two batta­ 
lions which were to be integrated 
into the roy al Laotian arm y . 
Disp utes led to the rebellion of 
one of these battalions in the sp ring 
of 1959 and to the Laotian crisis 
later in the summer. 
Earlier, the government of p ro- 
W estern

Sananikone 
had 
ousted the two Pathet Lao m em ­ 
bers from the Cabinet. 
The situation differed then In 
that the roy al government did not 
have to fight on two fronts. Now, 
neutralist Souvanna is faced with 
rebellion from the right wing un­ 
der form er Defense M inister Gen. 
Phoumi Nosavan which controls an 
undeterm ined but im p ortant follow­ 
ing in the country ’s arm ed forces. 
Because of that, Prem ier Sou­ 
vanna today is far more vulnerable 
to Communist p ressures than he 
w as three y ears ago when all the 
country rallied behind him. 
His latest moves have clearly 
showm as much. He has y ielded 
to

demands 
the 
Pathet Lao made last Sep tember 
as p rerequisites to op ening talks 
with the roy al government.
